Invention by Which Enemy Oan Be 
Enmeshed in Its Coils 


After a murderous artillery fire has 
swept away the ordinary barbed wire 
entanglements in front of a trench, 
there is nothing to impede the on- 
rush of troops except machine . gun 
and infantry fire, accompanied at cer- 
tain times, by well ee barrage. fire 
from the rear. ndér most condi- 
tions this resistance is. sufficient 
deplete the ranks of an invading 
force, but the fact that the first, sec- 
ond and third, line of trenches may 
be captured in a single charge is 

roof that gun fire alone canont dis- 

gta a body of troops, There have 
been numerous oben dots in this war 
where troops of both sides deliber- 
ately plunged through a heavy bar- 
rage fire to carry a line of trenches. 
ccordingly, nid S. Wales, of 
Detroit, Mich. has invented a novel 
rojectile which shoots barbed | wire 
nstead of bullets, His iden, accord- 
ing to Popular Science, is to. first im- 
ede the progress of an onrushing 
ody of troops by spreading coils of 
barhed wire in front of them and 
then to attack them with infantry and 
machine’ gun fire. The inventor 
claims that his projectile will distri- 
bute magses of barbed wire over a 
large area, enméshing a whole comi- 
pany of troops.
